1. Means for facilitating the removal of 
a cake of yam or the like from a spinning 

10 box comprising a bottom member adapted 
to fit closely against the inner walls at the 
bottom of the spinning box before .the com- 
mencement" of the formation of the oake, 
said bottom member having an upright 

15 undercut portion substantially at its 
centre, and a tool having gripping mem- 
bers adapted to engage said undercut por- 
tion for ^he. purpose of removing the 
bottom member from the spinning, box to- 

20 gether with the cake uf ter the latter has 
• been f ormetl, said upright* portion hav- 
ing a convex or taoered surface adapted 
to guide the gripping members on the 



tool into engagement with the undercut-

2. Means as claimed in claim 1 wherein 
the tool comprises a handle carrying the 
gripping members and means including a . 
plunger passing through the handle for 
causing-the gripping members to close to- 30 
gether. 

3. Means as claimed in claim 1 or 2 
wherein Hie tool is provided above the 
gripping members-with a disc adapted to 

fit inside the spinning- box so as to guide 35 
the gripping members Into engagement 
with the upright portion. 

4. Means for facilitating the removal of 
a cake of yarn or the like from a spinning 
bos substantially as herein described with 40 
reference to the accompanying drawing.
